Baham of Northport, these 
scholarships have helped her turn her 
life around. 

Baham , a 29-year-old 
divorced mother of five children, is 
employed full time as an insurance 
specialist with DCH Regional Medical 
Center. I lowever, to advance and 
better support her children, Baham 
knows she must have not only the 
necessary skills but some formal 
college training as well. This fall she 
enrolled m Shelton 's Office 
Administration program. 

However, life has thrown 
some other problems at Baham. After 
receiving the scholarship from the 
Shelton Foundation, she found she 
would also have to battle breast cancer.

Farmer is a divorced mother of two 
boys and a survivor of 1 3 years of 
domestic violence.
